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Volunteers Beda the 65th Year 
Publishing Greenbelt's Newspaper 


The News Review is unique — 
the longest running, all-volunteer, 
cooperative weekly newspaper in 
the United States — and has been 
featured in numerous books and 
television programs, as well as 
graduate theses and other student 
papers on Greenbelt, planned 
towns, and the cooperative move- 
ment. Some of these researchers 
have focused on the paper’s four- 
year David-and-Goliath struggle 
against a $2,000,000 libel suit in 
which the paper was finally vin- 
dicated by the U. S. Supreme 
Court in 1970. The News Re- 
view decision supported freedom 
of the press, and the case is still 
studied and quoted as a signifi- 
cant legal precedent. 

In a town of many co-ops, the 
News Review is the next to the 
oldest. 

Originally a letter-sized mim- 
eographed publication consisting 
of 16 pages, then titled the 
Greenbelt Cooperator, the paper 
began publication on November 
24, 1937 — six weeks after the 
first families had occupied their 
homes. 


For those who have wondered 
how the paper gets out each 
week, the staff is largely volun- 
teer (or, at least, minimally paid 
with member dividends) and, in 
the Greenbelt tradition, organized 
as a labor cooperative. The pa- 
per is unconnected with the city 
government, the other coopera- 
tives in the city, or with 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. The pa- 
per gratefully accepts support 
from any segment of the commu- 
nity — from the city in the form 
of advertising and in housing for 
its operation; the Co-op grocery 
and GHI in corporate ads; and 
from the citizens when the finan- 
cial pinch gets too tight. How- 
ever, it has been mostly self-sup- 
porting. 

This fall, the pinch is tight. 
A voluntary subscription drive 
begins with this issue. 
History 

The early pioneers recognized 
the immediate need for a news 
medium to keep people informed 
of local events and to provide a 
forum for the exchange of views. 
They laid down the principles 


that still guide the actions of the 
present News Review — a non- 
partisan, nonprofit cooperative 
endeavor, whose aims are to print 
the news accurately and fairly 
and to respect the Greenbelt 
“good neighbor” philosophy of 


life. 
Office Space 
In January 1938 the federal 
government (which owned 


Greenbelt at that time) made 
space available at the town com- 
mercial center, free of cost, and 
also loaned much-needed furni- 
ture, typewriters (we still have 
some) and office equipment. The 
paper moved its office five times 
before coming to rest in the 
present quarters in the Commu- 
nity Center. 

With the withdrawal of the 
federal government from town, 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc., through 
its wholly owned subsidiary, 
Greenbelt Development Corpora- 
tion, continued the federal policy 
of providing free office space for 
decades with the paper reimburs-

The News Review has completed its 64th year of publication 
as an independent, volunteer owned and run community newspa- 
per. While we are treated under laws of incorporation as a profit- 
making organization, the paper has never tried to make a profit. 
Break-even is good enough for us. Only when costs go up do we 
increase our advertising rates. However, at times in our paper's 
history that has not been enough to meet our costs. At such 
times, we have asked our readers to pitch in and help. Once, long 
ago, the paper did this by charging subscriptions, but administer- 
ing the program was too time-consuming. Since then we have 
relied on fund drives to help get us through tight spots. 

We are in one of those tight spots now. Our costs have risen 
dramatically this year as we enter the new millenium. Last June 
brought the closing of Chesapeake’s Beltsville composition shop 
that had prepared the News Review for the printing press in 
Waldorf for the past five years. Few such shops now exist. We 
are lucky to have found Lynn Eppard who, working out of her 
home, offers us her skills as a graphic artist as she handles the 
preprint process for our paper. The paper, we think, looks great, 
but the process costs more. 

So, once again, we ask our readers to help keep their local 
newspaper in the black by donating money to our cooperative.

City Council Gets an Barf 
On Nonstop Beltway Noise

A side effect of the recent 
Greenbelt City Council election 
was the education of all returning 
councilmembers to a newly de- 
fined problem now topping the 
list for hundreds of their constitu- 
ents. It also topped the list of 
agenda items at a November 19 
work session, or stakeholders’ 
meeting, with representatives of 
the State Highway Administration 
(SHA). 

As candidates going door-to- 
door throughout the city, each 
councilmember, as they said at 
the meeting, had received an ear- 
ful of complaints about Beltway 
traffic noise, especially in the 
Boxwood and Lakeside areas. 
Some half a dozen or so residents 
from these areas were present at 


‘the meeting. 


Sound Barriers 

‘What is SHA policy concern- 
ing the construction of sound 
barriers along Maryland high- 
ways? Mayor Judith Davis asked 
the SHA representatives. In an- 
swer, Charles Adams, special 
state representative on this issue, 
painted a bleak picture for any 
immediate abatement of the noise 
problem in Greenbelt. 

About $90 million of federal 
funds has been allocated to the 
state, Adams said, but is already 
earmarked for specific projects. 
Of these, six will be undertaken 
in Prince George’s County, which 
must supply 20% of the total 
cost. For the next six years, 
Adams said, no funding will be

ing the corporation for out-of- 
pocket expenses. For many 
years, the paper operated from 
offices in the basement of Park- 
way Apartments. 

In February 1996, the News 
Review moved to fresh, new, 
above-ground space in the old 
Center School, newly renovated 
and opened as the now-familiar 
Community Center. 

Free Delivery 

An important development in 
the history of the newspaper was 
the decision to deliver the Coop- 
erator free of charge to every 
home in town, beginning with the 
issue of September 7, 1939. The 
policy of free distribution re- 
mained unchanged except for an 
unsuccessful effort to go to a 
subscription basis in 1953. Suc- 
cessive boards of directors have 
considered that the most impor- 
tant thing is to get the paper to 
each household in the city. 

As We Are 

Although some readers may 
recall when the News Review had 
only two pages, the standard size 
today is 12 or 16 and may be as 
large as 28 pages. The deciding 
factor each week is the number 
of inches of advertising, which 
determines the number of pages 
that can be paid for. 

At present 11,000 free copies 
of the News Review are distrib- 
uted weekly to homes in 
Greenbelt, including Springhill 
Lake, Greenbriar, Greenbrook, 
Greenwood Village, Windsor 
Green, Greenspring, Hunting 
Ridge, Belle Point, the Lakes of 
Greenbelt Village, and _ to 
Greenbelt office buildings and 
shopping centers. 

New Style 

In 1995 the paper had joined 
the ‘90s when it moved to a cold 
type — computerized process. 
This change enabled us to return 
to the longer page which allows 
more space for stories and larger 
photos. We also added green 
ink. The paper looks good, our 
readers tell us. 

In June 2001, the paper lost 
its composition shop at Chesa- 
peake Publishing and was forced 
to move to an all-electronic pro- 
cess. This involved a steep learn- 
ing curve for the volunteer staff — 
a process that still continues. 
The paper contracted with graphic 
designer Lynn Eppard, who now 
does all the layout and preprint 
work for the paper in her home. 

Staff 

There have been 39 changes 
in editorship during the. paper’s 
64 years. For the last 29 years, 
the position has been held by 
Mary Lou Williamson. There are 
now 65 staff members, most of 
whom have joined the paper as 
their contribution to their commu- 
nity. Some, like Williamson, 
have been volunteering with the 
paper for well over 30 years.

As the paper enters its 65" 
year, it remains primarily a vol- 
unteer effort — news put out ev- 
ery week without fail by neigh- 
bors for neighbors, from the edi- 
tor to young carriers delivering 
the paper. Unchanged is the fact 
that contributions of time and ef- 
fort are always needed from 
Greenbelters to assure the paper 
continues to serve the commu- 
nity. The current special need is 
for volunteers willing to visit lo- 
cal merchants to sell them on the 
importance as well as the benefits 
of putting advertising in our com- 
munity paper.

Retrofit Program 

In the case of older highways, 
such as the Capital Beltway, a 
fully controlled interstate con- 
structed before traffic noise was 
an issue, a federal retrofit pro- 
gram exists. Any housing devel- 
opment or neighborhood eligible 
for this program must have been 
in existence, however, before the 
highway was built. 

In Greenbelt such develop- 
ments must predate 1964, when 
the Beltway was opened. Thus 
Boxwood, Lakeside, Lakewood, 
and GHI would theoretically be 
eligible for the noise abatement 
program. To qualify, the city 
would have to submit a request 
in writing, including a map of the 
areas in question, Adams said. 

Subsequently the Federal 
Highway Administration would 
conduct several 24-hour measure- 
ments of the noise level in ques- 
tion. The goal would be to re- 
duce the decibel level by 10% 
during the noisiest hours of the 
day, which occur just before and 
just after the rush hours. During 
both rush hours, traffic is so 
heavy it slows down substantially, 
reducing the noise level. If an 
area is included in the noise 
abatement program, $50,000 per 
resident can be allocated, Adams 
said. 

Resident Complaints 

Mayor Davis commented that 
the Beltway noise is now “per- 
petual; it goes on all night,” she 
said. 

Boxwood resident Brian 
Almquist agreed. He said that he 
asked Terri Hruby of the city’s 
Department of Planning and 
Community Development to 


monitor the noise level. They 
found that about 9:30 a.m. the 
decibels were measured at 64 to 
65. (The national impact thresh- 
old, according to Adams, is 66.) 

Mayor pro tem Rodney Rob- 
erts noted that the projected new 
interchange for the Greenbelt Sta- 
tion development would add even 
more traffic to Greenbelt’s noise 
problem. 

Alan Turnbull felt that speed 
was less a factor in causing noise 
than were the huge number of 
trucks now using the Beltway. 
Adams agreed. “One truck is 
about equivalent to 13 to 15 
cars,’ he said. However, he 
pointed out that newer mixes of 
asphalt are quieter than the origi- 
nal concrete. 

Charles Watkins, who led the 
SHA group at the meeting, said 
that research is constantly being 
carried out to find better paving 
materials, especially in noise re- 
duction. He pointed out that the 
downside of barriers is that erect- 
ing them requires the cutting of 
“lots of trees.” 

One Boxwood resident of 36 
years said that she can no longer 
open windows or doors in her 
home. “We’re inundated with 
noise,” she said. “It’s terrible.” 

Bus Stop 

Mayor Davis commended 
SHA for their redesign of the bus 
stop opposite the entrance to 
Greenway, Center. Council, has 
been concerned for years about 
the danger to bus riders who wait 
for the bus on Greenbelt Road 
from a traffic island. Watkins 
commented that the new design 
will allow buses to pull off from 
the driving lane when they make 
their stop. SHA expects comple- 
tion of the project this winter.

Book Elicits Widespread

Publicity for Greenbelt

Greenbelt has been getting a 
lot of free and positive publicity 
lately thanks to the recent publi- 
cation of “Greenbelt, Maryland: 
A Living Legacy of the New 
Deal” by Dr. Cathy D. Knepper. 
In October, The Washington Post 
published two Sunday segments 
of the cartoon “Flashbacks” 
which featured the story of the 
founding of Greenbelt, and cited 
Knepper’s book. On November 
8, Kojo Nnamdi, host of Public 
Interest on WAMU public radio, 
interviewed Knepper. Mary Lou 
Williamson, editor of the 
Greenbelt News Review, was a 
featured participant. 

Knepper began her Greenbelt 
project as a doctoral dissertation 
but branched out to produce a 
book of general interest to 
Greenbelters and others interested 
in the history of planned commu- 
nities and the New Deal.

its effect on Greenbelt and its 
citizens.

Williamson participated in the 
interview by telephone, detailing 
the importance of the newspaper 
which had begun publication 
within six weeks of the arrival of 
the first residents. She then de- 
scribed additional important 
events in the history of the city 
including the paper covering lo- 
cal council meetings which led 
to the paper being sued for libel. 
The case went all the way to the 
Supreme Court where the News 
Review had a unanimous victory. 

A number of listeners called 
in or e-mailed with comments 
and questions. Listeners, identi- 
fied by first name only, uni- 
formly described their happiness 
with growing up in or currently 
living in Greenbelt. A former 
Greenbelt Homes Inc. board 
member described all of the 
problems and issues of the time 
she was on the board and then 
said how exciting it was to live 
in the city. Nnamdi laughed at 
this turn of events -- the listing 
of problems followed by pleasure 
at living here. Other callers 
commented that they were mem- 
bers of some of the more recent 
cooperatives, such as the New 
Deal Café and saw the co-op 
spirit alive and well in Greenbelt.

A Review 


Lining Up for Harry Potter’s 
Pee Is Well Worth the Wait

I have a confession to make. 
I am a Harry Potter fan — and I 
don’t care whether these stories 
were written for kids. Having 
listened with great pleasure to the 
Books-on-Tape version of three 
of J.K. Rowling’s enchanting 
novels, I was tremendously ex- 
cited to learn that Harry and his 
friends (and nefarious enemies) 
would be appearing the weekend 
of November 17 right here in 
Greenbelt, at Beltway Plaza the- 
aters. Of course, Harry was also 
appearing at theaters all over the 
country and had already grossed 
a record-breaking number of mil- 
lions of dollars (I don’t retain 
numbers well). 

Rowling’s books have done 
more to encourage literacy 
among the young than any Board 
of Education project I’ve ever 
heard of and so, as a writer, I 
was intensely curious to see what 
all the fuss was about. After all, 
as a writer I have a vested inter- 
est in wanting to see another gen- 
eration of readers coming along, 
which sometimes seems far from 
certain. How has Rowling ac- 
complished this? Not by 
“dumbing down” her tale, leaving 
out all words over two syllables 
long, and filling the pages with 
illustrations of cartoon characters. 
No indeed. These books are 
THICK. The pages are filled 
with actual WORDS and 
Rowling’s magic consists only in 
casting the age-old spell woven 
by all the great storytellers. She 
offers us a protagonist with 
whom one can identify, a story 
filled with suspense, humor and 
imagination, and a battle of good 
versus evil. 

When the fourth book in the 
series came out last summer, it 
singlehandedly rescued indepen- 
dent book stores all over the 
country, many of which have 
been on the verge of closing due 
to competition from the big 
chains. Children (and their par- 
ents) lined up outside bookstores 
all day long and up until mid- 
night. When it comes to reading, 
I don’t insist on an early bedtime 
for children. When the kids fi- 
nally got their hands on a copy, 


many of them dropped to the 
floor and began reading immedi- 
ately. 

The big question was, could 
the movie possibly live up to the 
book? I had to see for myself. 
On Saturday night I dragged my 
indulgent husband to Beltway 
Plaza to see if we could get into 
the movie house. Eight shows a 
day of “Harry Potter and the 
Sorcerer's Stone” had been 
scheduled, but even so, the 6 
p.m. show was sold out when we 
got there. However, we bought 
tickets for the 7 o’clock show, 
stood in line for a mere 20 min- 
utes, and were admitted. 

The theater was packed, of 
course. Adults out-numbered 
children by about three to one. 
Many adults had a token child in 
tow, but not all. 

The movie is very long — too 
long by Hollywood standards but 
I was far from the only one who 
wished it had been longer when 
it finally ended. The film was 
extremely faithful to the book, 
another sin from the Hollywood 
standpoint. Usually Hollywood 
delights in wreaking havoc with 
the writer’s intention. After all, 
what does the writer know? He 
or she is only the one who cre- 
ated the story in the first place. 

The reviews have been, as 
they say, “mixed,” no doubt re- 
flecting the sins mentioned above. 
There are other sins as well. The 
movie is not “edgy,” the humor 


is not smirking or smutty, and vi-~ 


sually the movie has the wonder- 
ful richness and depth of a Mer- 
chant-Ivory film, rather than 
“Beavis and Butthead” graphics. 
You can see that this movie is a 
pathetic piece of work. I sup- 
pose that’s why it received a loud 
and lingering ovation from the 
audience when it ended. 

This is the “Wizard of Oz” of 
2001, if you ask me. I can 
hardly wait to see it again. How- 
ever, | am not recommending it 
to readers of this column who 
may prefer edgy, cutting-edge, 
cartoonish, and smutty films. If 
you do, stay away. This will 
shorten the lines (slightly) for the 
rest of us.
